STOCK GAMBLING PHRASES. — The 


Chicago Post and Mail issued a glossary 
of "thq change." It says: 


"The uninitiated reader of stock op- 


erations, is often much puzzled at the 
technical or slang phrases used in the 
daily reports, To explain : Four diff- 
erent forms are known under the gene- 
ral term of stock privileges. The 'put' 
and 'call' are single privileges. 
The 


:straddle' and 'spread' are double priv- 
ileges. A 'put' is a contract giving the 
holder the right of delivering a certain 
amount of stock within ,a definite time 
at a stipulated price. A 'call' is exact 
ly the reverse of a 'put,' being aeon- 
tract giving the holder the right of de- 
livering it. 
A double privilege is a 


put' and 'call' on the same stock in one 
contract. When a double privilege is 
drawn at the market price of the stock, 
it is called a 'straddle,' and costs from 
2J to 5 per cent premium. But when 
drawn at a distance of from 1 to 2J per 
cent above and below the market pricu, 
it is called a 'spread,' for which a fixed 
premium of 2 per cent is paid. 
The 


distance from the market at which a 
spread' is drawn depends on the class 
of stock and the activity of the mar* 
kct." 
m
